Paris And, Ah! The 
Folios Bergere!

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IV’ 
I had it a1] neatly arranged for myself in Paris. 
And why not? as the Parisian would say. 
This was my fir's! visit to the city, I was on a 
light-hearted holiday trip, and I had 
a 
curious 
premonition that I would succumb to Paris magic 
just as all before me had done. I did. 


Tile very first symptom was the elegant Hotel 
George V, only five minutes from the Arc de Tri- 
omphe at the western end of the Champs Elysecs, 
noted for its sprawling beauty and restrained lux­ 
ury. The fatal sign was a second floor suite which 
I assumed was not the result of similarity of 
names but rather in lieu of a single room which 
the management no doubt had just mn out of. 


Anyhow, here I was ensconced in most delight­ 
ful extravagance, the maids and housemen con­ 
cerned with even the proper tilt of my necktie, 
and living it high-—very high. I had to keep con­ 
stantly reminding myself not to become accustomed 
to it.

One goes to Paris. One also goes to the Folies 
Bergere and to certain strains of the species the 
words are synonymous. Of the more common clay, 
I felt duty-bound to make an examination of this 
phenomenon about which I had heard fellow Amer­ 
icans speak with a certain smugness for many de­ 
cades. 


The Folies is rather old hat to the Paris native. 
But the show still packs in the firemen, especially 
while the Lido, more sophisticated, more girlish, 
more the rage is closed at certain seasons. It was 
new hat to me and I liked it. 


In its own way it’s a dazzling spectacular of beau­ 
tiful costumes, exciting tableaux, incomparable 
lighting and amazing production numbers. And the 
girls? Yes, I do recall there were girls, 
great 
bevies of them and beautiful from their glamorous 
coiffures to their polished toes and this full ap­ 
praisal was in truth not difficult because in all of 
its wisdom Paris knows when costuming is at times 
just precisely sufficient. And, ah! 
That Yvonne 
Menard! 


It was after the Folies that Wade Franklin of 
the Chicago Sun Times, Edith Raydom of Hart­ 
ford’s WHCT-TV, Marc Spinels of the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronical and Isobel Hatfield of the Stanford 
Foundation and I haled a cab and found the Jour 
et Nuit on the Rue de Berri, just off the Champs 
Elysees, for midnight supper of, well of all things, 
filet mignon with broiled snails as the delicious 
appetizer. THEY had the snails. I retreated to a 
shrimp cocktail. 


And it was while relaxing in this interesting 
dining room that we discussed the three hours we 
had spent earlier in the day at the Louvre, facing 
the Tuileries Gardens, generally regarded as the 
most famous museum in the world—at least the 
biggest and best. 


We all agreed that the Louvre, needing endless 
weeks to really know, is a must for everyone, what­ 
ever his esthetic capacity and persuasion. I thrill­ 
ed at a few of the Oriental, Egyptian, Roman and 
Greek antiquities including the Venus de Milo, the 
Winged Victory of Samothrace, and the Hera of 
Samos. And in the endless galleries where hang 
the work of the masters I couldn’t help but be 
enthralled by the “Mona Lisa,” Valasquez’ “Infanta 
Margarita,” Van Dyck’s “Charles I,” Vermeer’s 
“Lace Maker," and Whistler’s “Mother.” 
I felt real good about myself. Culture had had 
one of its finer hour’s. 


Paris, to me, had a mystic way of melting day 
into night, night into day. I guess people slept. I 
just never learned when. And when in Paris, do as 
the etc., etc., etc. 


The first evening there after Rome was a com­ 
fortable qne. After the proper sartorial going over, 
I joined friends for the inevitable cocktails in one 
of the George V’s reception rooms, and then at 
9:30 went to the Tour d’ Argent on the Quai de la 
Toumelle for dinner. This restaurant is the oldest 
and reputed as the very finest in Paris, featuring 
pressed duck with Chateau Gruaud Larose 1950 and 
Graben 1952. And just how could I be otherwise 
but mellow and perfectly at peace with the world 
as I relaxed in this richly tapestried dining room, 
enjoyed an equisite dinner, and beheld through 
great picture windows the myriad lights along the 
Seine and the majestic architecture of Notre Dame 
Cathedral? 


But I was beginning to get a certain feeling. 
Well that my sojourn in Paris was limited to a few 
days. Otherwise it might be difficult to be happy 
again. Unless, of course, my wife Peggy joined up, 
but this had its complications. Who would feed the 
birds and the squirrels?
